His connection with the news­ 
paper business had begun three 
years earlier when he served as 
a newspaper carrier on one of the 
lour routes into which the town 
was divided. He had earned $1.15 
a week on that job.

When he started work for the 
11-year-old Gettysburg daily, the 
plant was located on Lincoln 
Square where the Raymond Homa 
Furnishing store is now.

SEWER LINES 
IN FAIRFIELD 


Fairfield borough has been is­ 
sued a permit to construct a sewer 
system and treatment plant, ac­ 
cording to papers filed today in 
the office of the register and re­ 
corder. 
The permit is signed by C. L. 
Wilbar Jr. M.D., state secretary 
of health, and approves the con­ 
struction of the system and plant 
with a discharge line for treated 
effluent into Spring Run. It wiH 
be built “under expert engineering 
supervision and competent inspec­ 
tion.” 
The borough will be expected 
to adopt and enforce an ordinance 
requiring all buildings accessible 
to the sewer line to be connected 
and require the abandonment of 
all privies, cesspools and other 
sewer receptables in the borough. 
The connection of such receptables 
to the sewer line is prohibited, ac 
cording to the permit, which lists 
more than 20 specifications con 
trolled by the state Department 
of Health. 
The borough will be required to 
keep daily records of the plant 
operation and must submit com­ 
plete reports to the state health 
department by December 31 each 
year. Specific plans must be sub­ 
mitted to the state before con­ 
struction is started.

The city has been the scene 
of violence and unrest this year 
stemming from efforts of Ne­ 
groes to win better jobs, hous­ 
ing and schools. 
Both candidates picture them ­ 
selves as liberal on racial is­ 
sues.

331,000 in 1960. Most Republican 
leaders believe it was his show­ 
ing in the large Northern cities 
that cost them the White House 
that year.

L E A D E R S DEAD 
The Kennedy administration 
began shutting off the aid in 
several directions 
When last 
Frtdcy’s coup was completed. 
Diem and his brother. Ngo Dinh 
Nhu, who some considered the 
real ruler of Viet Nam. were 
dead and military leaders were 
in control. 
Yet, 
although 
Browne 
said 
the Kennedy administration had 
started cutting down the aid last 
Aug. 21, news of it didn’t start 
coming out of (he administration 
until October, and then only in 
pieces at a time. 
In a television interview Sept. 
2 President Kennedy made it 
clear he didn t think the war 
against the Communist guerril 
las in Viet Nam could be won 
without some changes in Diem's 
government. He said: 
W ER E OUT OF TOUCH 
"I don’t think the war can be 
won unless the people support 
the effort and, in my opinion, in 
the last twc months the govern 
ment has gotten out of touch 
with the people With changes 


in policy and perhaps in person­ 
nel, I think (popular support) 
can be regained.” 
There couldn’t be much doubt 
—when he mentioned changes 
in "personnel” — that he was 
suggesting Diem get rid of his 
brother who, as head of the se 
cret police, had become hated 
Diem wouldn’t budge. Three 
days after Kennedy spoke Diem 
said: “ It is I who make the de­ 
cisions.” 
U N CERTAIN IN SE P T E M B E R 
In 
another television 
inter­ 
view Sept. 9 Kennedy seemed 
uncertain about what to do or 
how to do it. He said that day: 
"We have to deal with the 
government there . . . We are us­ 
ing our influence to persuade 
the government there to take 
steps which will win back sup­ 
port. We must be patient.” 
And he said "it would not be 
helpful at this time” to reduce 
U.S. aid to Viet Nam but he con­ 
ceded reductions might bring 
desired changes "in the govern­ 
ment structure there.” 
CUT BEG AN IN AUGUST 
But, as Browne pointed out 
later, the Kennedy adm inistra­ 
tion had already started to cut 
economic assistance to Diem 
Aug. 21 although news of it 
didn’t start coming out until 
much later. 
It can be seen now that the 
administration’s r e a s o n for 
shutting off the aid was given 
by Kennedy in a news confer­ 
ence Sept. 12 although he didn t 
mention it directly. That day he 
said: 
"We are for those things and 
those policies which help win 
tile war there . . .

At the time Yu­ 
goslavia, a Communist country, 
held the same tariff privileges 
as those accorded other nations 
by the United States. 
The Eisenhower and Kennedy 
administrations 
favored 
such 
trade status for Yugoslavia and 
Communist Poland on the the­ 
ory that through trade the Unit­ 
ed States could encourage them 
to follow a course independent 
of the Soviet Union. 
Congress revoked these privi­ 
leges last year 
Restoration is 
pending in the Senate.
